After the Exeter had been dam- 
aged, and forced to drop out of the 
Ieng running fight, two cruisers with | 
only six inch guns against the 11 
inch guns of the Graf Spee had car- , 
ried on the fight, they pointed out. | 

Members of the House of Com- ; 
mons cheered jubilantly when Prime 
Minister Neville Chamberlain, dur- 
ing a war review speech this after- 
noon, mentioned the battle. 

Members laughed when he added ; 
that the German legation at Mon- | 
tevedio charged that its casualties | 
were due to the use of mustard gas | 
by the British ships. 

“This characteristic statement of 
course is entirely without founda- 
tion,” Chamberlain said. “No gas 
Shells or grenades ever have been | 
made for or used by any ships of his | 
Majesty’s navy.” 


Is Completed 


200-Foot Suspension 
Span May Be Opened 
In Coming Weekend 


The new bridge in the Mosquito 
district across the south fork of the 
American River has been complet- 
ed by Hector Williamson, accepted 
by the Board of Supervisors and 
will be open to travel during the 
coming weekend. 

According to County Engineer 
Don M. Hoffman, opening of the 
bridge to traffic was delayed a few 
days by the need for putting in a 
small culvert on the road near the 
new bridge. 

The new bridge, a two-hundred 
foot suspension span, was built by 
Williamson under a $5,000 contract 
and replaces an earlier structure 
which had become so unsteady as 
to be considered dangerous for use. 

In connection with the announce- 
ment of the completion of the con- 
tract, the county engineer reported 
that the amount of money expend- 
ed by the county in building the 
bridge is being made a basis for the 
county’s application for a $45,000 
county wide WPA road program of 
which a specific unit is a proposed 
$30,000 improvement of what is 
known as the Fruit Ridge road. 

Hoffman explained that the pro- 
ject is merely a proposal at this time 
and that there is no definite assur- 
ance of its approval.

3 BRITISH CRUISERS 


Most Spectacular Naval Engagement Of War 
To Date Lost By Nazis In 14-Hour Fight 
Off Coast Of Uruguay And Argentina

MONTEVIDEO. Usuguay. (Copy- | 
right, 1939, by United Press)—The 
guns of three fast British cruisers | 
rained shells into the formidable | 
German pocket battleship Admiral | 
Graf Spee last night and forced 
the raider out of action in the most 
spectacular naval engagement of 
the war. 


The story of the battle, as put to- 
gether from the personal observa- 
tions of this correspondent and of- 
ficial reports. showed it to have 
been a fierce fight in which the six | 
and eight inch guns of the cruisers | 
Ajax, Exeter and Achilles were 
matched against the eleven-inch 
guns of the Graf Spee. 

The Graf Spee lost 36 men killed 
and 60 wounded, including its com- | 
mander. There was no report of 
casualties from the cruisers. al- 
though the Exeter apparently was 
extensively damaged. 

(The German high command in 
Berlin claimed that one of the other 
British cruisers also was damaged.) 

From officials who boarded the 
Admiral Graf Spee as soon as it en- 
tered Uruguayan waters, the Unit- 
ed Press obtained a first hand Ger- | 
man account of the battle. 

Flushed with its triumphs in 
weeks of raiding, the German ship | 
sighted the French passenger liner | 
Formose, 997 tons, of Havre, hun- 
dreds of miles off the coast, and 
made for her.
